Cost to the Army in quarters al- 
lowance in the coming year is €x- 
pected to be about $6 million, part 
of which will be collected as rent. 

In making public the new policy 
on Lanham housing, the Army 
made clear that there was no con- 
nection between this program and 
the so-called “substandard quar- 
ters rental” bill now before Con- 
gress. 

Under that bill, oceupants of any 
substandard quarters—particular- 
ly those in conyerted barracks— 
will pay rent_instead-of giving up 
quarters allowance. 

However, under » Navy interpre- 
| tation, which -was eonfirmed in 
January 1965, by Army Secretary 
Brucker when he wag the Defense 
Department General Counsel, a 
1945 act of Congress permits any 
of the military services to classify 
Lanham housing as rental rather 
than public quarters.

Judge Tells Army to Block 
Trial for Girard 


WASHINGTON—A Federal jelge this week orderéd the: ‘government not to turn over 
SP3 William S: Girard to Japan for trial. , 
The government immediately appealed the decision. - 


US. District Judge Joseph C. 
McCarraghy ruled that the pro- 
posed delivery of Girard 4o Japan 
for trial in the death:of a Japa- 
nese woman would violate rights 
which are guaranteed by the Con- 
stitution, 

Since Girard remzins a member 
of the U.S. armed forces in Japan, 
MeGarraghy held, he may be prose- 
cuted in court-martial proceedings, 

McGarraghy refused to issue a 
writ of habeas corpus which would 
have required the soldier to be 
brought home for further wages 
proceedings. 

But he treated the complaint as 

tition for an injunction and 
he d the proposed delivery of Gir- 
ard to Japan would be a violation 


‘of his constitutional a 


‘GIRARD, a saite of the 1st 
Cay. Div., has been accused of 
manslaughter by Japanese authori- 
ties. The case arose from the death 
of a Jépanese woman on a firing 
range last January. 

Secretary of State Dulles had 


told the judge in an affidavit that 


the way should be cleared for Japa- 

nese trial of Girard, lest.“‘great em- 

berrassinent” to the United States | 
result. 

Vhe State Department declined 
any immediate official comment. 

Judge McGarraghiy said the ques- 
tion he had to decide was whether 
Girard has a right under the US. 
Constitution to be tried in an ap- 
propriate American tribunal and 
whether thet constitutional right 
would be violated if he were de- 
livered to the Japanese govern- 
ment for trial. 

McGarraghy said that since Gir- 
ard’s firing an empty cartridge case 
at the woman was committed in 
the performance of official duty, 
he is accountable only to U.S. fed- 
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eral jurisdiction tor any act wr 
omission 

MeGarraghy noted that govern- 
ment attorneys had eited cases in 
support of the proposition «that 
jurisdiction of a court-martial, is 
not exclusive and does not. pre- 
empt the jurisdiction of civil courts 
to deal with acts which violate state 
law as well as sien lew. But, 
McGarraghy said: 


“In none of the cases cited in 
support of this proposition =were 
the accused (persons) charged 
with an offense performed in line 
of duty.” 

The judge then applied the same 
constitutional protection to Girard 
against his delivery to a foreign 
state thet would be applied to his 
delivery for prosecution in a state 
court, 

“It follows that the threatened 
action . . . is illegal and in viola- 
tion of the ‘Constitution and laws of 
the United States,” the judge said. 
McGarraghy directed that Gir- 
ard’s lawyers submit for McGar- 
reghy’s signature an order in con- 
formity with his findings. 
McGarraghy disposed of the case; 
which has ereatéd an international 
4 furor, in just-under 12 typed pages. 
The injunction issued by Mc- 
Garraghy named as defendants De- 
fense Secretary Wilson, Secretary 
of State Dulles and Army Secretary 
Brucker, zmong others. 
MeGarraghy noted | that the joint 


statement of Dulles and Wilson an-— 
nouncing the U.S. decision to waive — 
jurisdiction of Girard in favor of — 
Japan said Girard’s division com- 
mander had certified that the sol- 
dier’s action was done in perform- - 
znce of official duty. 

McGarraghy wrote that his deci- 
sion in the case does not, determine 
the guilt or innocence of Girard. 

McGarraghy said ‘there was no 
question before him as to whether 
Girard would receive a fair trial] if 
delivered to Japan. 

He said it was essumed that Gir- 
ard would receive a fair trial by 
Japan.

| Army Wins Highest Safety 
Award Fourth Year in Row 


WASHINGTON—The Army was 
presented the National Safety 
Council’s Award of Honor for the 
fourth consecutive .year during 
ceremonies held last week at the 
Pentagon. 

Ned H. Dearborn, president of 
the National Safety Council, made 
the presentation to the Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of the Arniy 
Franklin L. Orth in recognition of 
the Army’s outstanding efforts in 
accident prevention during 1956. 

The Award of Honor is recog- 
nized as the highest award in the 
field of accident prevention and 
marks ‘the 13th award won by the 
Army since the beginning of the 
Army safety program 15 years ago. 
During that time, Army military 
personnel injury rates have been 
reduced more than 65. percent and 
Army civilian rates by more than 
54 percent. During 1946, there was

False Witness 


To a friend of the Army, it was singularly 
depressing Jast week to watch the parade of 
Army witnesses appearing before the Sen- 
ate Appropriations subcommittee to plead 
the Army’s budget case. 

They were officers supposedly chosen for 
their parts because of their knowledge of 
the Army’s needs in operations and mainte- 
nance for the next year, upon which the 
budget was based. Yet they littlewmore than 
presented a defensive and ill-prepared argu- 
ment against budget cuts already levied by 
the House. 


One southern senator not noted for mili- 
tary acumen opined that he and the Air 
Foree considered the Army’s antiaircraft de- 
fenses obsolete and wanted to know when 
they were going to be modernized. This 
elicited a response to the effect that the 


Air Force was entitled to its opinion, but 


nothing was put forward to gainsay it. 

‘Even when the witnesses were given 
every chance to present evidence which 
might forestall further cuts in the Army's 
funds they did so in an ineffective way. This 
led Senator Symington—a strong Air Force 
man and former Air Force Secretary—to in- 
terject at one point: 

“Why don’t you people ever come up here 
and talk about increasing the Army? All 

ou ever talk about is cutting the Army... 
e ought to give consideration to determin- 
ing when the Army is reaching the peril 
point.” Later he said the Army would incur 
most of the casualties in any peripheral de- 
fense, “as it always has done,” and that it 
needs a modern airlift and other “modern 
efforts, especially since the size of the Army 
is so relatively small.” 

He wanted to convince his “colleagues” 
that the Army needs to be completely mod- 
ern, said Symington, but he couldn’t unless 
the Army started coming before Congress 
with some facts. 

This was strong language, even from a 
senator; but it merely reflected the general 
sense of frustration felt by all observers 
there whose concern lay with both the 
Army’s present condition and the country’s 
future. 

The impression was definite that the 
Army people were acting out of intimidation 
snore from the top: levels of government. 
To that end, they steered clear of any testi- 
mony which might tend’to run contrary to 
the Administration’s budget policy. 

More important, they refused to be 
drawn into discussion as to. whether the 
Army is approaching the danger point in 
weakness, state of modernization, or super- 
fluity of missions, 

Now, one would think that such ques- 
tions—vitally affecting the Army’s future 
as they do—would be properly taken up in 
Senate hearings. But apparently not. Be- 
cause a decision concerning them has been 
made at the White House and Treasury 
levels, they are removed from public discus- 
sion—just as was the Cordiner Committee 
report, though it had the approval of all the 
services. 

The facts remain, however, that the 
Army is dangerously over-extended in the 
U.S. and Far East, our brightest young 
soldiers and officers are leaving service in 
increasing numbers, and we are forced to 
train new men in their jobs at gigantically 
wasteful cost. 

These facts can be ignored for a time in 
the manner of the ostrich. But that bird al- 
ways has to come up for air, eventually, too.

O'Grady Stands by Guns

' “Taylor” of Heidelberg has raised cer- 
tain points and I shall try to give him 
my reaction. 

“Taylor” actually has raised the ques- 
tion of the pronunciation of Anglicized 
words only, so there is no point in men- 
tioning anything: else. All languages 
“import” words, and English is truly a 
cosmopolitan language, far nearer -a 
“world language” tham any other, not by 
any logic, but by history. 

In the first place English is not phonetic, 
as is Italian or German, and like French 
one can either pronounce it or not, There 
is only one rule and that is “usage.” 

Well, who determines usage? That’s a 
hard one, too, and I am consoled for my 
lack of a definitive answer by the belief 
that no one else had-one. By logic we 
should pronounce a foreign word as the 
foreigner does, but there are variations in 
foreign usage due to time, location, etc. 

* * 


USAGE should be determined by a cer- 
tain kind of “prestige usage,” to coin a 
phrase. By that I simply mean that it 
should be determined by the ordinary 
usage of persons of intelligence, learning 
and position. 

In.the Army this is, (or at least should 
be) the officers, who are by and large 
(with conspicuous exceptions) better edu- 
cated than the enlisted. ranks. Anyone 
whe has attended high schoo] has at least 
been “exposed” to a modern foreign lan- 
guage and usually Latin as well. 

The actual pronunciation of such a 
word as “aide-de-camp” ig not any mys- 


tery, for if all officers pronounced it with 
a more or less honest effort to approxi- 
mate the original French the entire Army 


‘would soon pronounce it properly, or at 


least the minorfty would be conspicuous. 

I know as well as Taylor that I do not 
pronounce “aide-de-camp” exactly to the 
finest nuance of intonation in the classic 
Frenoh manner, nor do I intend to try to. 
However, I WILL NOT say “Aide-dee- 
Kamp!” 

WHILE on the subject of words, why 
do we .not pronounce “Munich” as 
“Muenchen?” It’s just as easy, and I’m 
sure it is more logical and would please 
the Germans, It’s again just a matter of 
“usage.” 

As to how I would pronounce “ser- 
geant,” “regiment” and other Anglicized 
French words: just* as everybody pro- 
nounces them in the Army for usage has 
determined that long “ago. 


Incidentally, whilé on the subject, I was 
reading “The History of Cecil County, 
Maryland” not long ago. It listed the 
commanders and men of various volun- 
teer companies, and opposite the names 
of lieutenants it has their title spelt 
“leftenant.” 

That would indicate in that day of care- 
less spelling that the maker of the roster 


spelt the title as it was spoken to him.. 


Sometime later someone decided it was 
illogical to pronounce “lieutenant” “lef- 
tenant” and somehow the new usage took 


on. 

How did it happen? Usage, “Taylor,” 
usage. 

In American life there is a certain tend- 
ency to believe that there is something 
rather “virtuous” or “democratic” and 
therefore more “American” in what might 
be called “vulgar” usage. I do not be- 
lieve that it is more “democratic” to ac- 
cept the usage of an ignoramus rather 
than that of a learned man, and even if

In this cultural climate, it isn’t 


difficult to understand why the 
profession of arms is not attrac- 
tive to many people and why many 
who choose the military life look 
on it as a career rather than a 
profession. 

The careerist is frequently a 
more than adequate soldier. He 
studies his job and carries out 
out orders. He also expects to be 
well-housed, treated considerately, 
get pay raises and fringe benefits. 
Finally, he expects to retire after 
a specified term at an age earlier 
than the average civilian can “re- 
tire and with a handsome income. 

+ 


THE EMPHASIS for the ca- 
reerist is on fulfilling a contract 
which will pay. off after 20 or 
30 years with security. And even 
while on active duty, the careerist 
expects a greater security than the 
average civilian worker can hope 
for. 

There’s nothing wrong with this. 
Modern American civilization has 
given the highest value to security, 
the guaranteed wage, fringe bene- 
fits, adequate housing. Organized 
labor strikes for these things. Con- 
gress legislates them. 

In the military, the result too 
often is mere adequacy when what 
is neéded is professionalism: 

* * * 


THE PROFESSIONAL soldier 
is a constant student. He sees the 
country he travels through as ter- 
rain. He organizes it, in his imagi- 
nation, for defense and for of- 
fense. His appreciation of the land 
is not that of the farmer or the 
landscape artist, perhaps. But he 
sees, as they do,. more than rglling 
fields or cool woods. 

He is not content merely to 
shake a man’s hand and try to 
remember his name and face. He 
talks to him, draws him out, 
analyzes him as an ally, enemy, 
commander, peer or subordinate, 
finds‘his strengths and weaknesses. 
Knowledge of men is essential to 
his profession.

AND BEHIND his efforts to 
know and control: himself and the 
tools of his profession, there is a 
satisfaction in making the effort: 
and succeeding in it. 

For the professional, doing the 
job well has its own reward. Pay, 
benefits, retirement are things he 


accepts if they are adequate with- | 


out demanding security from 
cradle to grave. 

For the _ professional . soldier, 
military service is a way of life, 
not simply a career. Failure to 
make this distinction between the 
careerist and the professional, it 
seems to me, is responsible for 
much of the confusion in programs 
to make military service more at- 
tractive, 

The approach ‘has been to in- 
crease pay, improve housing, re- 
store fringe benefits, offer retire- 
ment. 

MORE IMPORTANT, I think, 
would be to make military service 
attractive as a way of life — in 
other words, to make it a profes- 
sion, by encouraging a professional 
point of view, by offering profes- 
sional opportunity for personal 
training, by giving men a chance 
to make themselves “complete sol- 
diers” and not merely specialists. 

Finding ways to do this, it seems 
to me, could be the subject of a 
major staff study which would pay 
long term dividends for this coun- 
try.

POW Bill Chances

CALLED on this prediction _ 
which indicated 115 promotions to 
colonel, 110 to lieutenant colonel, 
1640 to major and 3560 promotions 
to captain in the months of March, 
April, May and June—the Army 
backtracked and said it “hoped” 
to make about 100 promotions. to 
colonel, 500 each to the grades of 
major and lieutenant colonel and 
1000 to captain.

It is becoming painfully clear 
that eager-beaverism is not help- 
ful in the missile business.

If we can con- 
tinue to do this, there is reason 
to hope that we shall continue to 
advance on the political, economie 


and psychological fronts until at| shes 


some future time the risk of major 
war with nuclear weapons may 
be eliminated altogether. 
recognize that, as these advances 
continue, the temptation to resort 
to hot war rather than adjust to 
the new conditions may well in- 
crease in the minds of Communist 
leaders unwilling to conform to the 
requirements of cooperative exis- 
tence in a community of free peo- 
ples. . 
This is the essence of the cold 
war. In that war — the war to 
deter — our target area is very 
small, It is no greater than the 
few minds ‘at the summit of the

Missile Failures Weaken | Our Deterrent Policy 


By GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 


It is becoming painfully clear 
that eager-beaverism is not help- 
ful in the missile business. 

Not, at least, in the United! 
States, where the results get into 
the headlines for all to see — in- 
eluding the Soviets. 

In recent months, we have had 
six failures out of six tries in test 
shots of intermediate-range (1500- 
mile) ballistic 
missiles, Three 
of these  fail- 
ures were test 
shots of the 
Army’s Jupiter 
missile. Three 
were of the Air 
Force’s Thor. 

Now, to top 
off the list, it 
appears that a 
test-shot of the 
Air Force’s 
(5000-mile) ballistic 
missile, Atlas, has likewise flopped. 

Somewhere in the necessarily 
hidden workings of our missile- 
development program there seems 
to be overanxiety to produce visi- 
ble results — that is, successful 
results which would justify in- 
ereased appropriations. 

This is natural enough, consid- 
ering our antiquated system of 
providing funds for military pro- 
grams. .This reporter would be 
the last to argue that interservice 
competition, in such matters is not 
a healthy thing, because it is. But 
jumping the gun to get quick an- 
swers may have unhappy conse- 
quences, considering our inability 
to prevent the enemy from know- 
ing what goes on.

some future time the risk of major 
war with nuclear weapons may 
be eliminated altogether:

This is the essence of the cold 
war. In that war — the war to 
deter — our target area is very 
small, It is no greater than the 
few minds ‘at the summit of the 
Soviet pyramid, the minds which 
make all the vital decisions. The 
Soviet target area is much wider. 
It includes the wide area of pub- 
lic opinion in all the free coun- 
tries, upon which must be based 
final decisions by governments 
which are servants and not mas- 
ters. 

Let us consider, against this 
background, the development of 
the intermediate range ballistic 
missile (IRBM). If and when such 
missiles in significant quantities 
become operational, they would, in 
the hands of the Soviets, bring all 
our Western Allies and our over- 
seas air bases within their danger 
space. But they would not af- 
fect our home territory, the source 
of our striking power. If missile 
progress were to proceed, step by 
step, exactly parallel in the U/S. 
and the USSR, the Soviets would 
be at a grave disadvantage because 
American missiles from overseas 
bases could strike deep into the 
heartland of the Soviet Union. 

Thus the Soviet’would just have 


another problem to add to the one. 


they already have concerning pilot- 
ed aircraft — either they would 
have to be certain of knocking out 
all our offensive power at the out- 
set of a war, or they had bettér 
not start one. 

Since no such 100 percent re- 
sults can be guaranteed with any 
weapon — let alone ghided mis- 
siels at such ranges — the Soviets 
would be confronted with an un- 
acceptable risk.

stick” method. Where the C-119 
lines its two “sticks” against each 
side of the craft, the C-123 has 
four rows of seats, so that half 
the men jumping from each of the 
plane’s two doors sit facing in, 
and half face out. 

There are, therefore, four an- 
chor line cables, to- which the 
troopers hook up. And in the min- 
utes before the jump, there’s more 
to do. The sticks stand up out- 
board first, then inboard, then 
hook up and check static lines be- 


fore checking their parachutes. 

A big difference comes in at the 
door. In the C-119, the trooper 
pivots and jumps. The construc- 
tion of the C-123 requires three 
steps between the pivot and the 
jump.

, As to their Reserve officers re- 


tired for 20 years of active duty 
(under Title II), they said their 
officers. usually keep commissions 
as Reservists but sometimes take a 
discharge. 


THIS WOULD indicate that some 
retirements under these laws— 
where the appointments are ter- 
minated—would not be included in 
the exemption. Individual cir- 
cumstances apparently could still 
— some of the benefit of the 


On the Navy side, a quick check 


of the laws indicated that virtually 
all retired Reserve officers. (ex- 


cept some under Title IJ, Public 
Law 810) retain their commissions. 

No top legal authority in any of 
the services, would give an official 
opinion as to the precise limits of 
the broadened exemption but all 
agreed that it looked pretty sweep- 


™~ lot of Title III officers are still 
outside the exemption—those that 
have the pay but not the continu- 
ing Reserve status. 

All Reserve officers’are exempt 
from the 1894 Dual Office Act 
(which keeps most Regular officers 
out of government jobs altogether) 
and are free to work for the gov- 
ernment. 

THE ISSUE in this week's rul- 

ing was whether they can keep 


government job pay and retired 
pay in excess of $10,000. The rul- 
ing (B-123382) was an offspring of 
the Tanner case. 

As the Controller saw it, that 
case said the Title III retired of- 
fiaer (provided he still had Re- 
serve status) was exempt, but no- 
body else. 

Then the courts said that Re- 
serve officers retired for disability 
have the same exemption as Tan- 
ner. So now the Controller tells 
the services to go on and pay full 
retired pay to those going out un- 
der any law—if they still have Re- 
serve status. 

If you don’t know whether you 
have a continuing Reserve status, 
ask your service, the experts ad- 


THE CONTROLLER, by the way, 
honors claims 10 years back, so 
there is some real money in his 
ruling for some who have been 
losing retired pay to the 1932 dual 
compensation law in years past. 

In the case precipitating this 
latest decision, Col. Joseph L. Mad- 
den, USAR, won a $26,000 judge- 
ment in the Court of Claims going 
back six years, which is as far as 
the court can go. He stands to get 
another year or two’s back retired 
pay now from the Controller. 

This line of decisions has no 
effect at all on Regulars. Most of 
the comparatively few Regulars 
who can work for the government 
at all are still bound by the $10,000 
limit. 

Some observers were hopeful, 
however, that the new break for 
the Reservists might so strongly 
emphasize what they regard as dis- 
crimination against the Regulars 
as to stirr Congress into action.

HR 5807, THE MISSING PER-

Any board of officers reviewing 
personnel records of officers con- 
sidered for promotion would “give 
the nod” to those who have ad- 
vanced military education. The 
Army has adopted by apparent de- 
sign a system that is contrary to 
the American concept of achieve- 
ment, whereby the only limit in 
reaching the top of the ladder is 
drive, initiative and _ ability, 
coupled with equal opportunity. 

These limits placed on the de- 
gree of success one can hope to 
achieve must be disheartening to 
a young officer who desires to re- 
main in a Reserve status. 

No segment of the Military Es- 
tablishment has a patent on brains 
and ability, be it regular, Reserve, 
or National Guard. Men of proven 
aptitude and ability should be 
selected for higher military edu- 
cation, irrespective or component. 

Actions of this nature can only 
result in an even more rapid turn- 
over of personnel and resultant 
wastage of money. 

The Reservists of today, in the 
event of another emergency, will 
as usual be expected to be immedi- 
ately qualified to hold positions in 
staff and command one or two 
ranks above those they presently 
hold. Only in times of relative 
peace is there an opportunity to 
send these personnel to schools 
and qualify them. 

The position of the average offi- 
cer Reservist of today is likened 
to a man on a treadmilJ—sweat- 
ing, panting and working hard 
but getting nowhere and watch- 
ing the fast express passing him 
without even a friendly “toot” of

‘Useful Men Being 
Let Out of Army? 


CAMP HALE, Colo.—This indi- 
vidual has been lost somewhere 
among the numerous changes in 
this modern Army. Which direc- 
tive states in effect that all per- 
sonnel who have a “low” IQ, re- 
gardiess of grade, length of mili- 
tary service, ete., are presently 
unable to reenlist in the U.S, 
Army? 

This problem came to my atten- 
tion only last week when two mem- 
bers of this unit reported to a local 
recruiting station for reenlistment. 
These men have the following 
qualifications: 

No. .1: Ex-platoon sergeant 
(SFC); 15 years’ service; conduct 
excellent; efficiency excellent (su- 
perior). 


No. 2: Ordnance supply and me- 
chanic (SP-2); 12 years’ service; 
conduct excellent; efficiency ex- 
cellent. 

Upon reporting to the recruiting 
station for reenlistment these men 
were informed in effect that the 
Army could not use them because 
of, their “low” IQ, ete. These men 
were then given the well known 
“run-around” and were told indi- 
rectly that they would not, be per- 
mitted to reenlist. 

How much formal education is 
really necessary for an enlisted 
man to. install a replacement en- 
gine’ in a government-owned ve- 
hicle, or do we plan to do away 
with all government-owned ve- 
hicles also? 

The platoon sergeant (Infantry) 
served as a combat platoon ser- 
geant during two wars, and lived. 
He stated to me in effect that all 
during these two wars, while in 
combat, his formal education was 
never questioned. 

The officers and enlisted men 
directly connected with him, while 
in combat, were primarily inter- 
ested in living to fight another day 
—this matter of living was largely 
his responsibility. Keep in mind 
too, the better years of this man’s 
life have been expended in the 
service of his country. 

True, we need educated person- 
nel in this Army. We also have 
a great demand for uneducated 
personnel if the individual con- 


cerned is of good character. Who 
is the most qualified person to de- 


termine the character of an indi- 
vidual? His unit commander, and 
not Department of the Army by 
its publication of a regulation.

Claims Questioned 
On Retirement 


FORT SILL, Okla.: Monte Bour- 
jaily’s article in your 1 June issue 
created quite a furore with. the 
following statements: 

“Rep. Paul Kilday expressed the 
opinion that the retirement rolls 
are growing too fast and perhaps 
the entire retirment policies of the 
services should be reviewed wend 
revised.” 

“Mr. Blandford pointed out that 
only in the military service are 
men given retired pay before they 
reach retirement age.” 

Apparently, they think. that the 
retirement plan is such that every- 
one should be interested in a serv- 
ice career. But stop a few 17- 
year-olds and ask them to do 20 
years in the Army and have the 
“privilege” of retiring before re- 
tirement agé. How many will ae- 
cept? Very few. Otherwise, we 
wouldn’t have the manpower situa- 
tion we have today. 

Let them also remember that 
many men withonly 12 or 13 years 
remaining to qualify do not see 
fit to continue, even for retired 
pay given before “retirement age.”

EUROPE: I have been following 
your recent work on retirement 
with iriterest and should like to 
pass on to you the thought which 
came to me as the answer to Rep. 
Kilday’s and Counselor Blandford’s 
statement, “Only in the military 
service are men given retired pay 
before they reach retirement age. 
Civil service, industry, social secur- 
ity, all consider age 60 or 65 as 
retirement age.” 

Retirement age is a _ relative 
thing which comes at different ages 
to different professions or pursuits. 
For instance, a professional foot- 
ball player will likely retire before 


rhte age of 30, whereas a diplomat 


may not retire~ before 
Churchill, 

In those professions where the 
physical stamina and rapid re 
sponse of youth is a requirement, 
persons are either paid higher sal- 
aries; i.e., professional football— 
or given early retirement; i.e., mili- 
tary service, to compensate for 
short careers. 

That youth is one of the require- 
ments of military service has been 
an established fact which was 
reiterated during WW HII, when, 
during a time of great need, it 
was found advisable to lower the 
top draft age from 42 to 38.

Trailer Allowances

Survivors 


WASHINGTON.—Defense has.asked Congress for a bill 


to allow payment of trailer 


allowances to dependents of 


servicemen who die on active duty rather than paying trans- 


Under a Controller General rul- 
ing/Defense is not allowed to give 
trailer allowances to such depen- 
dents as an alternative to shipping 
of goods. 

But this creates a great inequity, 
Defense said, for dependents of 
men who have been living in 
trailers.

HEN World War II broke out, 


the Signal Corps found itself 
in the position of a poverty-strick- 


en man who has had a million dol- | 


lars dumped in his lap. In order 
to equip an eight million man 
Army and supply our Allies, the 
Signal Corps (by 1942) was ac- 
eepting every two weeks as much 
signal equipment as the amount 

— during all of World 
War 


The demand for modern com- 
munications zoomed after our 


first experiences in North Africa 


and in the Pacific. Army com- 
manders on all levels wanted sig- 
nal men to create elaborate, com- 
plicated commo-networks down to 
the smallest units, and they want- 
ed the impossible done immediate- 

_ ly. As one officer put it: “Elec- 
trical communications are still re- 
garded as a commodity to be pro- 
vided immediately upon request, 
like goods from a shopkeeper’s 
shelf.” 

These problems, and their solu- 
tions, are described in this latest 
Army historical volume. The 
book covers the period from 
Pearl Harbor to mid-1943. 

One of the Corps’ big problems 
was radar. The device, which was 
completely secret when the. Japa- 
nese struck, was demanded by all 
levels and all services. Airplane 
people wanted the newfangled 
gadget to work in the sky, and to 
pick submarines out of the ocean. 
The Navy wanted it to erase dark 
ness, fog and distance. Gunners 
wanted it to aim guns, anti-aircraft 
people wanted radar to explode 
the shells at the proper moment. 
The result was a fantastic indus- 
trial and production program, a 
program which required military 
officers to become skilled in the 
techniques of vacuum tube produc- 
tion and electronics engineering.

Car - Manufacturers Association 


Encourages Safety Over Speed 


THe decision of the Automobile Manufacturers Association to emphasize more miles 


rather than less minutes brought a sigh of relief in many quarters, especially from 


the safety-firsters. 


The association didn’t hedge. It 
expressed its belief very clearly:— 
“. . the automobile manufacturers 
should encourage owners and driv- 
ers to evaluate passenger cars in 
terms of useful power and ability 
to provide safe, reliable and com- 
fortable transportation, rather than 
in terms of capacity for speed.” 

They wiped the slate clean as 
far as sponsoring races, pacing 
them or using references or rec- 
-erds of any events suggesting rac- 
ing or speed in their advertising. 

Most of the comment accepts 
these statements as a true confes- 
sion of faith. One or two suggest 
the conversion may be only tem- 
poraty. There are plenty of purely 
practical reasons for the switch, 
aside from those based on common 
sense and a respect for human life 
and limb, 

Many of the races have been 
followed by conflicting ‘claims, 
violation of rules, ete. The cost is 
high—it has been whispered. that 
some makers have spent as high as 
$100,000 in preparing cars entered 
and making reproductions, te say 
nothing of direct and indirect sub- 
sidies. Harry Leduc, of the De- 
troit News says that Ford is esti- 
mated to have spent $2,500,000 in 
racing. 

Both the Government and 
medical sources have criticized the 
madcap competition which has. 
upped horsepower at the rate of 
30 hp a year for the last three 
years until it will have ‘passed 
more than 225 in some 1958 
models. 

Perhaps more potent still is the 
fact, revealed in a survey quoted 
in this column last week, made re- 
cently by Automotive News, which 
showed that the consumer was 
getting more “transportation- 
minded,” wanted serviceable mile- 
age. This opinion is reflected in 
the AMA’s resolution in the words, 
“safe, reliable and cemfortable 
transportation” rather than speed.

AST week’s article stressed 


the importance of distributing 


available funds into a. variety of sound investments— 
diversification. It was indicated that after meeting insurance 
requirements, cash reserves should be the first line of dollar 
defense in the development of this diversified portfolio. 


The cash reserve should be es- 
tablished in the following se- 


quence: (1) account; (2) 
soldiers’ deposits /or bank sav- 


ings account; (3) savings and loan 
association. In regard to the check- 
ing account it was pointed up that 
the required minimum bala 
should be maintained to avoid 
monthly service charge. 

After acquiring a minimum bal- 
ance checking account it is then 
wise to invest further in interest-| 50 
bearing savings accounts. » 

For those eligible, there is no 
finer investment than soldiers’ 
deposits. Any enlisted member of 
the active Army may deposit his 
sayings in cash with any disburs- 
ing officer. The interest rate is 
extremely good, even in today’s 
tight money market, For. any 
funds of $5 or more, deposited for 
six months or longer, interest is 
paid at the rate of 4% a year... 

.Money placed in soldiers’ depos. 
its, to. include accrued interest, 
can be refunded upon: discharge; 
retirement; transfer to an inactive 
status in any of the Army Reserve 
components; final settlement in 
death cases; execution of punitive 
discharge; end of each three-year 
period of any enlistment greater 
than three years; inactivity.in an 
account having a balance of $20 or 
less for one year or longer; an 
emergency in which the health or 
welfare of the enlisted member, or 
may be. jeopard- 


It is important to note that cash 
reserve funds placed in soldiers’ 
deposits are available if a real 
emergency exists for. their use, On 
the other hand, restrictions. are 
such that this form of investment 
truly serves its purpose of being 
a reserve to be used for important 


or planned require- 
ments. 

Soldiers’ deposits provide two 
significant objectives in an in- 
vestment program—safety and in- 
cope. The safety of principal and 
assured payment of interest (in- 
come) is unexcelled as it is an in- 
vestment with the U.S. govern. 
ment,.I recommend that eligible 
individuals currently not using). 

soldiers’ deposits talk. with the 
post finance officer about this ex- 
cellent savings opportunity, as 
well as.reading AR 35-1550 and 
SR 35-1550-1. 

Military people not authorized 
to’ ‘use soldiers’ d its should 
plan to place part of their funds 
in a commercial type of savings 
account. In addition, those using 
soldiers’ deposits may wish to have 
some money in an_ institutional 
savings account because of ease 
in withdrawals and te establish a 
line of credit. 

Funds currently placed in com- 
mercial savings accounts are in.a 
favorable position interest-wise 
due to present monetary condi- 
tions. For example, in one area 
banks of excellent repute are pay- 
ing. 3%. on savings deposits and 
well-established savings and loan 
associations. have an interest rate 
of 4%, - 

The banks referred to in this 
discussion have the bulk of their 
funds in a variety of conservative 
loans and -investments. Savings 
and loan . associations normally 
have most of their money invested 
in real estate loans

and angle. 


Young Sipla pointed the camera 
so that the lens was practically 
parallel with the floor, He stopped 
down the lens to get as much as 
possible into sharp focus over the 
deep field from basket to floor. 
While this was not quite enough 
to prevent basket and ball from go- 
ing slightly out of focus, the effect 
is satisfactory, aiding the illusion 
ef depth which might have been 
lessened had the near objects been 
as sharp as the farthest.

IT WAS Cromwell’s strategy 
which helped Courtney whip arch- 
rival Arnie Sowell::in last year’s 
Olympic tryouts with a new Ameri- 
ean 800-meters mark of 1:46-6. 

“He alreatly is the world’s great- 
est half-miler, and the«mile looks 


‘tailor-made,” says Cromwell. 


“Everything is.on Tom’s side. 
He’s young, only 25, and, most im- 
portant, he is in* the last 
yards—like the last 100 of the 440 
and the last 170 of the 880. 


“I’m sure he also can be ‘bloody 
murder’ at the end of a mile.” 

Courtney and Cromwell, whose 
career ran from 1909 until 1948 at 
Southern Cal, and a man who 
many call “the greatest coach who 
ever lived,” met at last year’s 
Olympic tryouts. 


CROMWELL THINKS Courtney 
can win all the time by dropping 
in on any pole he can get and 
saving time by sticking to his path, 
keeping up with other sprinters 
but letting them set the pace, and 
saving up for the last two hundred 
yards and the straightaway. 

“That’s the way he beat Sowell 
in the 800 meters last year,” he 
pointed out.
